SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This pack of playing cards entitled Hershe Highway is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The pack consists of 54 playing cards contained inside a matching box. The cards 
and the box feature 56 explicit photographs of adult sexual activity. Depictions of 
degrading sexual conduct, and a degrading and dehumanising manner of 
presentation, are the dominant effect of the images. Females are portrayed as bodies 
and display surfaces for the sexual servicing and gratification of males. Females are 
manipulated by males into uncomfortable positions for sexual activities. Depictions of 
simultaneous vaginal and anal intercourse or simultaneous fellatio and intercourse 
tend to portray females as a collection of sexual orifices. Males mainly ejaculate on 
the faces of females, portraying females as collection and display surfaces. The 
presentation of many of these images in close-focus or extreme close-focus 
dehumanises the participants by reducing them to sexual body parts. 

Consideration has also been given the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
